and the reſt of the gods uſed to ouer-ſce what was done 
inthis world) whence theearth ( as he thought) ſeemed 
no biggcrto him thenan Ant-hill; and men as buſie as 
Piſmires about it ;- for ſee there in the Valtoline, what 
poweris impleyed, and meanes made, to get and keepe a 
paſſage ouer the Alpes; which ſome fay is ſcarcely ten 
toot broad in ſome. places : And yet it is miraculous al- 
moſt toſee, how the poore Proteſtant Griſons, being at 
the firſt invaſion ſurpriſed on a ſudden, and vtterly diſar- 
med by the Spaniards ; haue yet notwithſtanding wich 
clubs and clonted ſhoone, ſo rudely laid it on, that rhey 
dry-beate their armed enemies out of moſt of their 
Townes, and this Summer almoſt recouered all their pa(- 
ſages ; hauing giuen many aftronts and repulſes to the 
Spaniſh and-lralian Commanders,and to the Arch-Duke | 
Leopoldus himſclte. 


And ot late. as letters from Millaneteftifie, they being 
even for meere pitie, aided by the Catholike Griſfons : 


by their aſhſtancethey cut off, ſlew, and tooke priſoners, 


thoſe Troopes which the Baron of Batteuille had ſenr out 
vpon a piece of execution againſt them, tothe Valley of 
Partenza.

ſed God to put into their hands; the poore ſoules were in 
200d hope,ro haue had ſome better conditions at the Diet 
or Parliament of Lindaw, then to be held, and that the 
French King would take care of them, for that (that pal- 
ſage over moſt in{uperablerockes, is there ſo ſer, as if it 
were meant by Natureto be the ſecureſt Bulwarketo .ſe- 


cure France and Germany on that (ide, from invaſions out 
of Italy) it concerned him moſtto looke to it, that noar- 
mies might that way patle the Alpes out of Millane;

to Lorraine and France, as well as into-Germany. Buthe 


being bulted at home, and his Ambaſſadour about the 
_ end of Auguſt returning from Spaine, without hauing et- 
teagzd thereſtoring of the Valtoline(Spaine holding them 
to the Articles made a yeer before, between him and Val- 
toline:) they were ſo long left to themſclues,till they-had 
hoſt themſelues. For as their beſt hope then failed raem; ſo 
alſo at the ſame time their enemies encreaſed vpon them. 
For by reaſorr of Bethlem Gabors accord with the Empe- 
rour, theſe Forces employed before againtt him,were ſpa- 
redand ſent downe'into the Palatinare,wherby the Arch- 
Duke Leopoldrs, ſorae of whole time was taken vpin the 
Palatinate, might reſerue himſelfe, till M. 7;ly had more 
need of him; and Count Mansfield leauing the bounds 
of the Empire iuſtar the ſame time z the Arch-Duke had 
not only opportunitie to recover Hagenow, and to re- 


turne with his troopes tothe proſecution of the warre in 


the Valtoline; but had alſo the meanes to reenforce them 
with new ſupplies; as among the reſt, with nine foot 
Companies, newly for that ſeruice muſtered in Cenano z 
and thatatthe ſametime the Colonell Baldiror: ( as if with 
2 purpoſe to make an end of the warre and their libertie 
together, andat once) had wrought with the Caftelein of 
M3:1!ans to aduance his forces alſo into the Valtoline, 
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towards Chiauenna, that ſo there being two armies in the 


field at once,the Body ofthe Griſons battell might be di- 


*uided, and ſo being forced to fight ſeuerally, they might 


by this ſtratageme, be the eaſter onercome generally : and 
the Count of Sultz ioyning alſo with them ; the Confines

Pretigaw, andthe Lordihip of Mayefield, were preſently 
by maine force wonne from. them, and - diuers of the 
Griſons, with' thoſe Aids ſent them from Zuricke, Berne, 
and other Proteſtant and Catholike Capxtons of the Swit-

Much of this wee confeſſe you haue heard before, F 


though not in ſo continued a diſcourſe ; but this were- 
peat, not onlyto ſhew you how true intelligence we haue 
of Forraigne occurrences, but alſo that you may ſee how 
the buſineſle of the times (as ir were)conſpired, both to 
leaue them to themſelues, and to giue their enemies lea- 
ſure and meanesto ſubdue them. 

And this is the reaſon that rhis manly and ſtout Nati-

To the firſt they obieR; That ir makes them of free 
Common-wealths fubie&s to a Family, none of which 
was euer their lawfull Prince. And that, in that agreement 
made betweene the King of Spaine and them, 477. 161 7. 
they treated as Free States : and in al} that conſultation 
there was not one word of any ſubje&tion which they 
ought to the Houſe of Auſtria, and that Spaine was to-: 
givethem three thouſand Florins a yeere, ſo long as the 
league continued. 

Againſt the ſecond they would fight, zayguampro Aris 
27 forts; for it reſtraines their conſciences. 

Againſtthe third they ſay,that itbreakes them amongſt 
themſelues, and will be the beginning of inteſtine warres; 
and ſo enforcethe weaker to call in a ſtranger either to aid 
them , who will be fo ſtrong, (as Chriftendome hath 
had wofull experience in calling in the 1 urkes) thar they 
ſhall not be able to put him out againe : or elſe they muſt 
make a mightier man their V mpire z .who when hee hath . 
divided, will keepe a ſhareto himſelfe.,

fering Garriſons in their Countries, they keepe the Gao- 
lers {till oner them, and they doe but goe abroad with 
their keepers, for Caſtlesare the neſts of Tyrants ; and 
what miſerie Forts had already brought them vnto, they 
ſaw by the Fort of Fuentes, (which was ſuffered to be 
builtin the yeere 1603. by Rodulphins and Pompeins Play- 
taes,then domineering in the Valtoline: ) which Fort was 
the occaſion of the breaking of the Treaty abouta League 
with the State of Venice ; who then purpoling to ſend 
ſome forces into Millane, were diſappointed by that Fort, 
which ſtood vpon the pallapes of Valtoline, on: Millaine 
{tde; ſo that the Venetians hauing no vie ofa Leapue with 
vs , for that they could not paſſe that Fort;the Treaty was 
broken off. And the fame traitors at the ſame time procu- 
redthe League of Zuz; wherein they had fo caried it with. 
the fearfull Commons, that we ſhould both deny paſlage 
ro all Souldiers of all forren States, andgiue liberty to the 
King of Spaines to palle and repaſſe whatſoener, and vp- 
on all occaſions. Buttheſe Traitors were executed, and 
we came to another agreement with his Catholike Maie- 
ity and the Duke of Millaine 4» 161 7. whenthis Fort 
was promiſed to be razed, and never to be rebuilt. And 
againe they feare thar after 6. yeeres, the Spaniſh will be 
as vnwilling to goe out of the Countrey, as now, andthat 
they {ball zhen haue as much adoe to putthem our.

Burt yet ſome ncuerthelefle, whether 'it were that 
they neuer conſented or hadalready found ſome in- 
conueniencic in theſe Articles, reſt not altogether 
 fatisfied. For the report goes ( ſayes the Letrers ) 
that thoſe of Prettigaw are not altogether ſo well 
contented, but that they begin to make head againe 
andtorallee their malecontented confederates toge- 
ther, purpoling once more to try their fortunes, 
which will ſtill giue vs more newes of them. This 
which we have imparted, is partly out of the [talian 
written from HiHaine, where they arc likelieſt to 
know the truth ; for that thoſe Spaniſh and Iralians 
which ſerued in the Garriſons, came out of Mi//azze-:

The 
Grand Signior himſelfe, who hath after their man. 
ner of Religion beene a Cloyſter-man,hath now (to 
ſhew the world that the Booke hath not altogether 
beſotted him ) is perſwaded by ſome a@iue Spirits 
to enter ypon a watre with Perſia : And hee hath al- 
readcommanded the Baſhaw of Damaſcus, whoſe 
gouernment is neereſt in fituation vnto the Perſian 
t mpirc, to get ready all warlike preparattons: But 
tis ſaid that the Baſhaw is nor likely. to obey him 
herein : whieh warre with Perſia, though ſome hauc 
iude'd it rather pretended then ſeriouſly intended; 
and that it was rather a plot of ſome fine head, vpon 
the Baſhaw of Damaſes, to bring him to his ruine 
for his diiobedience : yet it may bee colle&ted both 
from the negotiations of Turkey and Perſia, that the 
Turks hath a purpoſe to divert his Armes that way, 
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and ſo to giue Chriſtendome leaue to embroyle her 
ſelfein her owne quarrels , Pc that the Turkiſh Am- 
| bafladors came ro make ſure works of peace on this 
lide.of Grecia, both withthe Emperour, the Venc- 
tlan, and other States of 1:aly,atthe ſame time when 
alſo Sir Robert Sherly from the Sophy of Perſia ,was 
as earneſt to follicire Chriſtendome to vnite their 
forces againſt the Turke on this ſide, while the Perfi- 
an confronted him onthe orher.

Hebroughtalfſo a Letter of recommendation to our re- 

ſolute Generall Mounſier T2,to let him paſſe into the 

Towne to deliner his Packet: but her Highnefle the 

Archduchefſe , not taking vpon her to commaund 

ſo much of our Generall; but by the laſt Clauſe 1n her 

Letter,tcferring it to his Ga MounſierT cook

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advantage hereupon to anſwer the Mefſcnger,thart him- 
ſelfe was alſo a ſeruant to the Emperour, as hce was to 


his Maicſtic of £zy/a7d: and till hc had command from 


his Emperiall Maicſtic,or his Highneſle of Bawaria(both 
whoſe forces he there ioyntly commanded) he could let 
inno man into the Towne, My Lord the Generall trea- 
ted him very well, & entertained him in his owne Quar. 
eers, and for that I had the language, committed him to 
my careto talke with him. The man truly behaued him- 
ſelfe well , and very warily , but not obtaining his pur. 
poſe , hee defired and had a conuoy to Heidleberg, and

Here is a flying reportabout this Towne, which wee 
hope to contradit inthe next Newes: namely, that 
Mainhees is fince this, more hardly diftrefſed : but we 
thinke any newes muſt make dire Poſt-haſt to be with , 
vs, and come fromthence fance that Letter which wee 
haue giuen yon aboue. 

- Of this Letter following; we haue the high Dutch 
original, which becauſe it makes ſomething alſo to the 
vnderftapding of this buſrnefle, we hauc here inſerted. 
Ont of the lower Palatinate the 1. of Oftober. 

The Commander which kept the Fort without Hci- 
aleberg called Tratz Kayſar, hath traytcrouſly forſaken 
the ſame,and bin the occaſion of the lofle of Heidleberg, 
beisftill with Monfſicur Ty. The Bauarians hauevied 
very great outrage, not-onely againſt the Souldiers in 
flaying them, bur likewiſe in pillaging the Inhabitants 
and Cittizens,whom they ſtriptſtarke naked, men, wo- 
men, and virgins, and thatnot onely privately, but like- 
wiſe in the ftreete openly, leaning them nothing bur 
their bare hands to couer thoſe parts which nature 
would hauchidden,the Citizens and the Magiſtrates al- 
ſo which were in the Towne, houſe, were themifelues

If tof all their apparel! whatſocuer they had, & were 
compUlled to ſend to Hejtbranfor other apparell. And 
whatſoguer the Bavarians tooke nor at the firſt, the Cof- 
ſacks tooke afterwards from the Inhabitants, whoare 
neuertheleſſe commaunded to maintaine the Gariſon 
within the Citic. The moſt part of the vituals were 
ſent after the ſurpriſall of the Citie , ro the ftege be. 
fore Mainbem , where the !mperialiſts or Bauarians 
gotbraue knocks, and loſt preſently r000. men.” They 
are reſolued although they looſe the Towne, to main- 
taine themnſelues within the Cittadell,and thoſe of Fram 
kendale are of the ſame reſolution, conſidering in what 
manner thoſe of Heydleberg haue bin vied, and that they 
are prouided for halfe a yeare, intending to ſtand out 
vnto the Iaft man, They haue likewiſe dealt very hard 


with the Preachers and Miniſters, and without doube.

From Roane in France Ottober, 22. 

Heere is Newes, that the Hollanders haue taken two 

Ships and 6.Gallyes of the Spaniſh Siluer Flect. 
From: Callice the 22.0f Oftober. 

It is reported, that Monſieur S#bize his Ship of 80. 
Tunne,hath taken a D#x#irker of 200, Tunne, comming 
from $p47ne very richly loaden with Cochenell, Indico, 
wool, Silxer NC. all worth 100000. pounds, which was 


bronght 
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brought thence with him into P//zorth Sound, and 
thence carryed with bim to Roche. This was done by - 
the Ile of ight,and in fight ofthoſc ofthe Engliſh Ships 
{cnt for his Conuoy, ; 
Now concerning the Peace in France, whereof by an 
exprefle Packet there was Newes ſcent to men of the beſt 
rancke, as alſo the Articles which were Printed Ofo- 
ber 15.0ut of the French originall; yet for that the peace 
hath not here bin heard off, to haue beene Proclaymed ; 
Thar newes ( though comming from, and vnto grear 
hands) hath been here much doubted off; and although 
it hath beene confirmed againe from France ; and wee 
here perſwaded,thar it is by this time Proclaymed. 
Yet notwithſtanding haue ſome Letters of the 23, of 
Ocober (which is our 13.th) contradicted thoſe that 
were written the 22. And yctagainc Letters from Paris 
 Octob.24.affirme it to be concluded,and that the Prince 
of Conde will goe in Pilgrimage to our Lady of Lorerto 
in aly. Thus haue there been various reports,and fome 
ſaid the former Articles haue alſo beene altered . But 
plainely all the French Proteſtants here in Zoxdoy had 
not vpon this 27,0t our October,perſwaded themſelues 
that there is as yet any Peace. And it is confeſſed a- 
mongſ} them, that there was indeed a ſhew of peace 
madeand beleened,and theſc Articles were they ſaid gi- 
uen out,vpon this occaſion, Thoſe of Paris fearing the 
furious Mechanicks and Handichratt labourers, who 
| hauveftill fmallearnings in timeof Watrre; would in re- 
uerge fall vpon the Proteſtants, whomthey held ra be 
occafioners of it, and ſothere might follow a Maſſacre, 
and the Poore werelikely to rifle the Rich : Some wiſe 
men of the Court of Par!:ament to fi1}l rheir rage, pre- 
ſently made vie ef this pious fraude : Namely to giue 
Out or Proclaime that there was a Peace, giuing abroad

theſe Articies alſa,ſo diſaduantagious to theProteſtants 
which being diſperſed abroad, made many men-con- 
fident of a incere peace. This they ſay here : but though 
they might deceiue their owne multitude with.ſhow of 
a Peace there : it were exceeding ſtrange ts thinke,that 
they would offer to decciue our State alfo : * whether 
rherefore this report be true or falſe, yet this they here 
make to be the ſureſt figne of a knowne Peace, that we 
(hall then fee their Miniſters, who fled hither tg Lond 32: 
. begin to prepare homewards; of which they haue as yet 

no hope. And the Exchange Newes was amongſtſome 
of them on Sunday laft : that the King is yet atthe 
ficge at Mompellier, And indeede ſome affirme , that 
there were Letters come ouer laſt Wedneſday vnder 
the Kings owne hand; the ſtile being: From our Citie of 
Aompeilier, Which whither it imports that hee isin 
_ the Towne or at1t, 15nor every bodies Newes : yet for 

all theſe contradictions, there may be a Peace there al- 
ready proclaymed, andthe French themſclues , not 
yet heare the certainty of it; 'which wee muſt leauec to 
Une. 7 | I: 

 Monſicur de Rohay (they ſay) keepes the field yer,and 
Monficur de Subize the Towne of Roche. 

There are alſo Leters come ouer , which mention. 
great Armies to be ſhortly leauyed, by the Northerne 
Kings,8rhe Princes of Germany,againſtthe next Spring, 
ro goe for the Palatinate, if it bee not reſtored un th:
